CONCERNING SMALL’S POLITICAL 
ROAD PROGRAM. 

Petersburg, Ill., Sept. 7.—I see by the 
papers that.Gov. Small is going up and 
down the state berating all and every- 
body Who dares to oppose him on his 
$100,000,000 hard road bond proposition. 
I am. one who dares to oppose him in this 
gigantic electioneering scheme. By his 
own argument -his proposition should 
fail. He admitted only this week in @ 
speech at a county fair that last year 
the automobile department of the secre- 
tary of state's office took in more than 
$8,000,000 and that this year it had taken 
in $10,000,000, and at the rate it was in- 
creasing the licenses would be $15,000,000 
by year after next. The law already 
provided that all the funds collected 
from such licenses shall be expended on 
hard roads. . 

The 50th General Assembly, of which [ 
was a member, passed a bond bill of 
$60,000,000 for hard roads. The people 
approved it in thé next general election. 
This law provided that the automobile 
license should be applied to the building 
of these roads as far as it would go 
before any direct tax should be laid on 
the péople. This, the people regarded as 
a good law. The plot Of roads under 
that law penetrated every county seat 
in the state and connected all the large 
and medium cities. Every county in the 
state was taken care of. Calhoun county 
was left out im the original plot as also 
was Petersburg and Havana. My amend- 
ment to the bill put Petersburg, Havana 
and Harding, county seat of Calhoun, 
on the map, and the bill went through. 

But these roads in this plot have not 
yet all been built. The last legislature, 


jthe 534 General Assembly, appropriated 


}the last of this money, $30,000,000, to 
build roads this year and next on this 
original plot. These roads, by the 
original bond bill, arqm not nearly all 
built. Then why another bond bill to 
cover and criss-cross this original plot 
and make a crazy patch out of , the 
whole thing? Why not complete what 
we have originally undertaken before we 
vote a new. plot of roads, beginning 
nowhere and ending nowhere, only out 
into remote communities. to get boosters 
just for another term of office? I accuse 
Gov. Small of sacrificing permanency in 
the building of these roads for mileage. 
I am told on mighty good authority that 
these hard roads now being built are 
three inches thinner in the middie than 
those formerly built. It is going to cost 
the next generation more money to re- 
pair these roads than it will cost this 
(generation to build. When__—itthese 
_veneered cement roads begin to bust up 
they will be the worse nuisance that a 
civilized people ever had on their hands, 
JaMzes H. KIrnpy.
